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Status of the Claims: 
Claims 1-31 are pending. Claims 1-31 are rejected as detailed below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except ^at an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-10 and 12-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 
Pat No 6,963,659 issued to Tumey et al (hereafter Tumey) 
Claims 1. 14. 17. 22 and 24-27: 

Tumey discloses: 

• an input device constructed and arranged to receive first [video camera 1 12, facial image, 
col 6, line 43] and second [fingerprint sensor 120] biometric search templates associated 
with the probe candidate, the first biometric search template associated with a first type 
of biometric identifier and the second biometric search template associated with a second 
type of biometric identifier; 
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• a first database [biometric database [facial images stored in RAM memory 1 14, col 6, 
line 48] comprising a plurality of searchable biometric templates, the plurality of 
searchable biometric templates comprising a plurality of templates of the first type of 
biometric and a plurality of templates of the second type of biometric; 

• a first biometric search engine [face image matching algorithm 140, col 6, line 55] 
operably coupled to the input device and to the database, the first biometric search engine 
adapted to search the database of searchable biometric templates for a match to the first 
biometric template and return a first set of results; 

• a second biometric search [fingerprint verification algorithm 141, col 7, line 23] engine 
operably coupled to the input device and to the database, the second biometric search 
engine adapted to search the database of searchable biometric templates for a match to 
the second biometric template and return a second set of results; 

• a processor [CPU 116, col 4, line 57] in operable communication with the input device 
and the first and second biometric search engines, the processor programmed to compare 
the first and second sets of results to the first and second biometric templates to 
determine whether any result in the first set of results or the second set of results is a 
substantial match to either the first or second biometric search templates associated with 
the probe candidate; wherein the first set of results is used to direct the search of the 
second biometric engine [col 5, lines 25, 30, col 6, lines 50-55, col 7, lines 15-25, col 7, 
lines 30-40, col 7, lines 1-10, ten or fewer faces are further investigated] 

Claim 2:

Tumey discloses wherein each of the plurality of biometric templates in the first database 
comprise third and fourth templates, the third template being the fu^st type of biometric and the 
fourth template being the second type of biometric, such that any result returned by either the 
first or the second biometric search engine will comprise both a third biometric template and a 
fourth biometric template [Fig 1]. 
Claim 3: 

Tumey discloses wherein the processor is programmed to receive the first set of results 
from the first biometric search engine; and direct the second biometric search engine to search 
the first set of results using the second biometric template [local computer 113 implements a 
one-to-one fingerprint verification step 208 on the 10 or fewer faces, Fig 2, col 7, lines 1-45] 

Claim 4: 

Tumey discloses wherein the first and second types of biometric are each selected fi-om 
the group consisting of face, fingerprint, thumbprint, hand print, iris, retina, hand geometry, 
finger geometry, thermogram, signature, voice, keystroke dynamic, odor, breath, and DNA [col 
7, lines 1-45] 

Claim 5: 

Tumey discloses wherein the first type of biometric is different than the second type of 
biometric [col 7, lines 1-45] 

Claims 6 and 16: 

Tumey discloses wherein the first type of biometric is face and the second type of 
biometric is at least one of fingerprint, thumbprint, and iris [col 7, lines 1-45] 
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Claim 7: 

Tumey discloses a capture subsystem [Fig 1] in operable communication with the input 
device, the capture subsystem constructed and arranged to capture raw biometric data used to 
create the first and second biometric templates. 

Claim 8: 

Tumey discloses wherein the capture subsystem is constructed and arranged to 
automatically locate raw biometric data in a digitized image [Fig 1] 

Claim 9 : 

Tumey discloses wherein the processor is programmed to convert the raw biometric data 
to first and second templates [Fig 1] 

Claim 10: 

Tumey discloses a second database in operable communication with the processor, the 
second database storing matches determined by the processor [Fig 1, col 7, lines 1-45] 

Claims 12 and 23: 

Tumey discloses wherein the identification documents are at least one of drivers licenses, 
voter identification documents, national identification documents, passports, Visa documents, 
credit cards, and government-issued identification documents [col 1, lines 40-45] 

Claim 13: 
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Tumey discloses wherein the probe image comprises at least one of a photograph, digital 
image, sketch, mugs hot, painting, illustration, and cartoon [col 7, lines 1-45] 

Claim 15: 

Tumey discloses wherein at least one of the first and second result sets is ranked in 
accordance with closeness of match to the first biometric template [abstract] 

Claim 18: 

Tumey discloses wherein the stop condition comprises at least one of the results set 
containing no biometric templates; the results set containing only biometric templates that have 
been retrieved in at least one previous results set; a substantial portion of the results set 
comprises biometric templates that have been retrieved in at least one previous results set; steps 
(c) and (d) have been repeated a predetermined number of times; and an instruction has been 
received to stop searching [Fig 6]. 

Claim 19: 

Tumey discloses wherein the predetermined fu*st criteria comprises a result in the set 
having a biometric template that matches the biometric template of the probe data set to a 
predetermined degree [col 7, lines 1-45] , 

Claim 20: 

Tumey discloses wherein at least one of the initial probe data set and the results set 
further comprises a data record of additional data associated with each individual in the 
respective set, the additional data comprising at least one of biometric data, demographic data, 
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variable data, data specific to an identification document associated with the individual, data 
indicating whether the data record has been previously associated with fraud, data indicating 
whether the data record has been previously notated [col 7, lines 1-45] 

Claim 21: 

Tumey discloses (g) determining, for each member of the resuUs set, whether any of the 
additional data associated with that respective member of the results set is a substantial match to 
any of the additional data in the initial probe data set [col 7, lines 1-45] 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this OflEice action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 1 and 28-3 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tumey in view of US Pat No 6,1 1 1,506 issued to Yap et al (hereafter Yap). 

Claim 11: 

Tumey discloses the elements of claim 1 as noted above but does not disclose wherein 
the system is part of a system for creating identification documents and the processor is 
programmed to determine whether or not an identification document will be created based at 
least in part on the first and second results. Yap discloses first and second results which are 
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suitable for issuing an improved security identification document [col 6, lines 45-50]. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify Tumey to include wherein the system is part of a system for creating identification 
documents and the processor is programmed to determine whether or not an identification 
document will be created based at least in part on the first and second results based on the 
teachings of Yap for the purpose of protecting the interests of an organization. 

Claims 28. 30 and 31: 

Tumey discloses receiving a probe set associated with the individual, the probe set 
comprising a first biometric template of a first type and a second biometric template of a second 
type, 

performing a first search, the first search comprising searching a database of previously 
enrolled biometric templates for a biometric template that substantially matches the biometric 
template of the first type 

performing a second search, the second search comprising searching the database of 
previously enrolled biometric templates for a biometric template that substantially matches the 
biometric template of the second type [col 7, lines 1-45] 

Tumey discloses the elements of the claimed invention as noted above but does not 
disclose analyzing the resuhs of the first and second searches to determine whether any resulting 
matches indicate that the individual is attempting to fi-audulently obtain an identification 
document or has attempted to fraudulently obtain an identification document in the past. Yap 
discloses first and second results which are suitable for issuing an improved security 
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identification document [col 6, lines 45-50]. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to modify Tumey to include analyzing the results of 
the first and second searches to determine whether any resulting matches indicate that the 
individual is attempting to fraudulently obtain an identification document or has attempted to 
fraudulently obtain an identification document in the past based on the disclosure of Yap for the 
purpose of protecting the interests of an organization. 

Claim 29: 

Tumey discloses the elements of claim 28 as noted above but does not disclose denying 
the individual an identification document if, after analysis, matches are found during either the 
first search or the second search. Yap discloses first and second results which are suitable for 
issuing an improved security identification document [col 6, Unes 45-50]. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify Tumey to 
include denying the individual an identification document if, after analysis, matches are found 
during either the first search or the second search based on the teachings of Yap for the purpose 
of protecting the interests of the organization.
